The collections clerk 
handled the remaining 157 records. 

Cathie Hansen, supervisor of the 
Service Unit, reported her unit was 
“working diligently’ and stated 
there had been a constant increase in 
child protective service cases in the 
past few months. Hansen stated the 
foster home situation in the county 
continued to be critical and added 
that new foster homes were needed. 

During the past month the 
service unit investigated a total of 19 
child abuse cases and 4 cases of 
adult abuse.

They asked 
me just how I wanted my steak cooked, and when they found out I liked it 
with some juice still in it, they noted it would be cooked at the same time as 
that of Mayor English. Well, I asked that mine be cooked on the other grill 
just to be safe, but I didn’t win. It was a bit embarrassing to sit there and 
know that all eyes were on me because my steak had been cooked at the same 
time as Bob’s. But I washed my face and hands afterwards . . . I promise. 
Didn’t want any of that political way of thinking to stay on me for too iong. 


Our story on the front page last week concerning the city council has us in a 
bit of trouble. Our first problem began when we left the meeting early to go 
with a young son to a 4-H contest in New Brockton.

GETTING THE JUMP ON CANCER 

CANCER! This word strikes fear into even the stoutest of hearts. Yet 
many forms are treatable and even curable. One of these is colorectal cancer - 
cancer of she large bowel. This has received a lot of publicity in recent years. 
Our president, Ronald Reagan, has had this type and, in all likelihood, will be 
added to the list of those who have been cured. 

Every year in the United States, more people die from colorectal cancer 
than do as a result of automobile accidents. This year alone, 130,000 
diagnoses of this disease will be made; 45 - 50 percent of these people may 
eventually die of the cancer, usually because patients feel no pain until the 
cancer has grown through the intestinal wall into surrounding tissues. 
Chances for survival decreases markedly in the advanced stages. 

Whois at risk for developing colorectal cancer? The vast majority of cases 
occur in men and women over the age of 40. Those who have close relatives 
who have had colorectal cancer are at much higher risk, as are those with a 
history of intestinal polyps, ulcerative colitis or Crohn’s disease. All of these 
categories make it essential for regular testing to be done. Detection in the 
early stages is the key to long-term survival. 

Formation of polyps or growths on the walls of the colon or rectum is the 
way in which colorectal cancer usually begins. Some of these polyps never 
cause any problems; others turn into cancer only after many years. When 
they do become malignant, the cancer tends to grow slowly. In the early 
Stages, polyps can frequently be removed to eliminate all traces of cancer. 
Chances for survival here are very high. 

How do we detect colorectal cancer in the early stages? A very simple test 
for small amounts of blood in the stool is the first step. If this test is positive, 
further investigation is mandatory. Colonoscopy, direct viewing of the colon 
walls through a special lighted tube-like instrument, will give the doctor a 
good idea of possible causes. Polyps frequently can be removed through the 
colonoscope using a special snare. Suspicious-looking areas can be biopsied 
through the scope. This type of testing can be done on an outpatient basis or, 
in some instances, in your doctor's office. Some experts on colorectal cancer 
recommend that limited colonoscopybe done on everyone over the age of 45 
on an annual basis. At present only about 12 percent of high-risk patients are 
tested regularly. Obviously, many lives could be saved by regular testing. 

Danger signals to be watched for include rectal bleeding, unexplained 
abdominal pain, changes in bowel habits (diarrhea or constipation lasting 
more than two weeks) and unexplained weight loss. Anyone who has had 
these symptoms or suspects colorectal cancer should contact a physician. 
Remember - this disease CAN be cured.

Rules it is stated that regular school 
attendance is very important, and 
irregular attendance makes for a lack 
of interest and poor grades. Each 
pupil is expected to be in attendance 
every day of the school year. 

An accurate record of attendance 
for each pupil is maintained by the 
classroom or homeroom teacher or 
other designated person. This 
record is kept in the official register, 
or through other officially approved 
documentation provided or approved 
by the State Dept. of Education. 

Excused absences include: 

1. Pupil too ill to attend school 

2. Inclement weather which 
would be dangerous to the safety and 
health of the child if he attended 
school 

3. Legal quarantine

HOSA DOES VOLUNTEER WORK AT LOCAL HOSPITALS

Nursing, physical therapy, lab, respiratory therapy and dentistry are among the 
jobs that the Health Occupation Students of America (HOSA) are performing at 
Humana Hospital in Enterprise, and Elba General Hospital. 

The Heaith Occupation Education i! (HOE 1!) students are doing volunteer work in 
different hospitals. They worked three weeks at Humana and are presently working at 
Elba General. After working three weeks in both hospitals each student will choose a 
specific area and work at that job for another six weeks. 

The students are doing this so they can become familiar with the different health 
careers 80 It will be easier to make a career decision for their future. They are receiving 
grades for their work. During the week while they work each student has a grade sheet 
where all their grades are recorded.

After the observations are made, the review team will compile a written report of 
recommendations and suggested activities to improve the program. This report will be 
sent to the local school superintendent.

CAREER INCENTIVE PROGRAM 
By: BRENDA MOBLEY 

The Alabama Career Incentive Program (CIP) appraisal system is @ product’ of 
months of study by the Working Committee of 35, the Career Incentive Program staff 
of the State Dept. of Education, and a number of nationally recognized consultants. 

This program evaluates teachers on competenciés. in developing the evaluation 
system, both educational research and feedback were used to identify the 
competencies of effective teaching. Fifteen basic competenciés will be evaluated. Thay 
include preparing for practice and application, managing class time effeciéntly, 
maintaining @ positive classroom atmosphere, assuming responsibility for develop- 
ment of self and profession, and human relations. 

Each teacher will be evaluated twice. These two observations must be conducted by 
different evaluators and shall be conducted during classes in the teactier's major area 
of certification. If the teacher does not teach classes in his or her major area of 
certification, observations shal! occur in the area in which the teacher teaches for the 
major portion of the day. 

There appears to be some controversy about the life span of the CIP and Indeed 
whether or not there should even be a statewide evaluation plan of this type. Acctrding 
to the Alabama School Journal, ‘‘A.growing number of public education offici&is are 
asking Gov. Guy Hunt's administration to clarify its position on Alabama's first 
Statewide evaluation program for teachers. ina recent conference, Secrdtary of State 
Glen Browder asked the ‘political and educational leadership of Alabama to take a 
clear, public position on the evaluation program of the Career Ladder.’ Browder, e@ 
former state representative, was chief sponsor of the legislation commonly cated the 
Career Ladder, which created the evaluation system."' 

Several of ZC's teachers were asked, ‘‘Do you think the Career Incentive Program 
is to the advantage of the education of the students? In what ways, and what is your 
opinion of the CIP?"' 

Basketball coach Wayne Holley responded, ‘'| can't see where It would help the 
education of students. It is a waste of time and money."' Vocational-agribusinees 
teacher Harold Stewart said, ‘'It will probably cause most teachers to Improve and give 
them some ideas about what they might be doing wrong . . . | feel It probably 
determines how well a teacher can do, not how well they actually do,"’ t 

Math teacher Mary Herbert sald, ‘‘In the broadest Interpretation It le to the 
advantage of the students because the conscientious teacher will look for ways to 
Improve her teaching skills. | would prefer that the legislature discard it because the 
taxpayers are never going to believe that our job is 80 very important (we have their 
children's futures in our hands), and as a result pay us what we're worth.. .'' 

"One advantage of CIP,’ stated English teacher Rhonda Brunson, ‘‘is that it 
makes me more aware of my behavior In the classroom. | think It benefits my students. 
It I8 too expensive and too structured. It doesn’t take Into accdunt Individual 
classrooms or individual teachers. | think it encourages ‘cobkle cutter’ teaching."’ 
Home Economics teacher Marsha Ogge responded, ‘‘it Is ambiguous and fairly vague 
at this point. | agree freely with teacher evaluation. Getting the quality of education 
up is to the advantage of all students. However, the evaluation tool should be specific 
In Its measurements and offer immediate feedback in order for the teactier to know 
exactly which areas they are proficient in and which areas they need to work on to make 
their program better. . .'' Resource teacher Melinda Hodge sald, ‘Since the purpose 
of the CIP Is to reward good teaching, then It can only benefit the students If it can be 
Implemented. Teachers who are doing a good Job will finally be recognized and 
rewarded. Those who are not doing a good Job will be shown ways to Improve. . | do 
not believe however that it will ever be done fairly. It will be impossible to ever remove 
personal likes and dislikes from the observer...’ Business teacher Ractiel Bryan 
sald, *’! feel that it is to the advantage of students that the program will make all 
teachers back up and take another look at thelr metheds of teaching and more 
Importantly their relationship with students... The disadvantage of the program Is 
that the evaluation instrument might tend to make us all teach allke, Every teacher is 
different from every other teacher! .. ."’

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Commission to seek legislation in attempt to 


implement long delayed tobacco tax 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular monthly session on 
Monday, March 9, at the courthouse 
in Elba and in an effort to resolve the 
problems surrounding the proposed 
tobacco tax in the county agreed to 
seck legislation tht would allow the 
commission to impose the tax under 
a new state law and in return divide 
the tax money among the county’s 
fire departments for services 
rendered. 

The citizens of Coffee County 
approved the tax in the November 
election in 1986, but a lawsuit by the 
tobacco industry against Geneva 
County challenged the legality of the 


tax and upon the recommendation of 
County Attorney Warren Rowe the 
commission delayed the actual 
implementation of the tax to avoid a 
possible suit. 

Representatives of the Coffee 
County Firefighters Association have 
attended numerous commission 
meetings since it asked the 
commission to implement the tax 
and have repeatly questioned the 
commission’s stand on the delay. 
Under the original wording of the tax 
the association would receive 95 
percent of the tax revenue and 
disperse the funds to the various 
departments across the county in a 


School board cancels band trip 


The Elba City School Board 
meeting last Tuesday evening was 
dominated by two executive 
sessions, one to begin the meeting 
and another as business was winging 
down, All five members of the board 
were present, with Chairman Bill 
Cowart presiding. 


Band director Danny Davis and a 
group of band booster officials were 
subjects of the first order of 
business. Booster president Dykes 
Rushing was spokesman for the 
group and immediately asked the 
board for an executive session, He 
Stated that personalities were going 
to be discussed; he was granted the 
request. 

The board came out of the 
executive session and Rushing made 
a formal request that the band be 
allowed to go on a 3-day trip to 
Disney World and the Kennedy 
Space Center. ‘This would have been 
on April 25, 26 and 27, he said in 
response to questions from this 
newspaper. They would leave on 
Friday night, the 24th, and miss a 
day of school Monday. This request 
was a change from a trip planned to 


the same area at the same time in 
which the band was previously 
approved tocompete in a contest and 
march in a parade. 

Cost factors and other problems 
were apparently reasons for the 
change in plans. There was some 
discussion with the board on the cost 
and addtional charges if the band 
decided to visit Sea World and march 
in a parade there. Davis presented 
the board with figures that the band 
could save $300 by not going to the 
Space center at Cape Canaveral. 
Then by adding the visit to Sea 
World the present per-person cost of 
$106 each would only increase to 
$110.53, he estimated. Davis was 
asked by the board for a 
recommendation on the request by 
the band boosters, and said: ‘‘I 
would prefer to have a _per- 
formance,’’ 


Supt. Bill Crews was asked for 
his recommendation to the board and 
said, ‘‘It is not legal under state 
department rules unless there is 
some learning activity associated 
with the trip. Under the current 
Situation, I cannot accept the 


proposal nor recommend it to this 
board.”’ 

Board member Butch Oggs made 
a motion that the band not be 
allowed to go on the trip without a 
performance. The vote in favor of 
the motion was unanimous. 


The school board went into 
another executive session at the 
closing of the meeting, but upon 
coming out of the session, no action 
was taken or discussed. This session 
was at the request of board member 
Stan Marsh. 

The board accepted the 
recommendation of the superinten- 
dent and voted to pay an additional 
$50,000 on the debt at the local 
banks. This leaves a $51,000 
outstanding balance on the loan. 
Crews explained to board members 
that it might be necessary to again 
borrow the money later in the year, 
but the schools could save paying the 
interest in the meantime. 

The school had received a 
$100,000 grant in state discretionary 
monies, as previously announced, 
Crews presented a proposal on 
spending these funds. His 


recommendation was compiled from 
requests submitted by school 
administrators and included some 
$7,000 for additional work on the 
music room that had been left off the 
original bid due to money 
limitations. It also included repairs 
to all outside doors, carpet at the 
middle school, student desks at both 
the elementary and middle school 
and a new stage curtain at the 
elementary school. Also on the wish 
list is two VCR’s, TV’s and two 
Camcorder cameras, and a computer 
system for each of the three schools. 
If there were any funds left, they 
would be applied to buying fireproof 
“filing cabinets. 

Mrs. Janice Clark’s special 
education classes were given 
permission to visit the zoo in 
Montgomery and Mrs, June 
Grantham was given a temporary 
leave of absence due to illness. The 
board instructed the superintendent 
to send a resolution to the Alabama 
High School Athletic Association 
urging the group to cut the number 
of football games a team must play 
each year during championship 
quest. 


Elba council approves recreation policies 


The Elba City Council adopted a 
resolution Monday night allowing 
softball teams which are members of 
the Elba Softball League to host 
tournaments at Hawkins-Williams 
Recreation Park, The resolution was 
adopted on a trial basis, and the 
council agreed to make its final 
decision on the matter in May. 

Previously, only school organiza- 
tions, civic clubs and non-profit 
organizations were allowed to 
sponsor tournaments at the park, 
Members of the Elba Softball League 
are defined as those teams which 
have paid the league entry fee. 

The Council made the temporary 
policy changes based on 
recommendations by the Recreation 
Board, which serves as an advisory 
board to the council, but passed the 
measure with reservations. 

Mayor Bob English expressed 
concern over the use of profits from 
tournaments. 

“I see nothing wrong with using

money from tournaments for 
uniforms, etc, But what if they (the 
teams) wanted to have a steak 
supper,’’ English said, ‘‘We need to 
be real careful we don’t open a can of 
worms.”’ 

The board agreed to allow 
softball teams the right to host 
tournaments with the following 
stipulations: 

“**The Recreation Dept. will 
guarantee the fields will be in good 
condition at the beginning of the 
tournament, The sponsor will be 
responsible for the condition of the 
fields during the tournament. 
***the Recreation Dept. will operate 
the concession stand at all tourna- 
ments and receive all proceeds. 
***The Recreation Dept, will receive 
10 percent of the total entry fees 
from the sponsoring agencies prior 
to the beginning of the tournament. 
***\ minimum of three team 
trophies must be awarded at the 
tournament, 


Board listen as councilmen discuss 


proposals for use of the softball fields during the summer. The council 
approved the board's recommendations and agreed to expand use of the 


fields. 


***Sponsors must pay ASA sanction 
fees at time tourney is scheduled. 
***The decision of the umpires on 
the fields will be final and all 
decisions must be supported by 
sponsors. 
***Sponsors must have representa- 
tives present throughout the 
tournament, 
***Organizations are allowed to host 
only one tournament per year. 
Attorney Bob Cannon addressed 
the council on behalf of Dorsey 
Trailers, requesting that the council 
close a portion of Dunham Avenue. 
The part of the street in question is 
surrounded on three sides by Dorsey 
property and fronted by Highway 84, 
The council voted unanimously that 
the portion of the street be closed. 
Cannon also informed the council 
a recent land survey revealed that 
the parts building of the Dorsey 
complex is over the Dorsey property 


line. Cannon told the council that he 
had informed the highway depart- 
ment of the boundary question, and 
the highway department said the city 
council should make the final 
decision. The council again voted 
unanimously that the building stand 
as is, with the understanding that if 
it should be destroyed, the boundary 
would be upheld, 

Police Chief John Ed White 
reported to the council that a new 
police car had arrived and is being 
readied for operation, White also 
reported that the number of arrests 
for driving under the influence had 
risen sharply in the month of 
February. White said there were 
eight arrests for DUI during 
February, which exceeds arrests for 
DUI during the past three months, 

The council paid bills totaling 
$9,747 for the month of February.

method to be determined by the 
association. The commission would 
receive the remaining five percent of 
the funds to aid in administration 
costs. 

At Monday's meeting Com- 
missioner Billy Eagerton read a 
resolution asking the county's 
legislative body to introduce a bill 
that would give the commission the 
authority to impose a tax on tobacco 
products sold in Coffee County and 
then distribute the funds for services 
rendered by the fire departments. 
The change in wording would 
apparently solve the legal! question 
concerning the commission’s 
authority to allocate tax money toa 
private agency. 

Rowe told the commissioners 
there were still a few questions to be 
answered about the new tax bill, but 
added that the new bill was a ‘‘step 
in the right direction’ and stated he 
would rather defend the new bill in 
court than attempt to defend the 
original proposal. Rowe also 
reported that the commission would 
ask the Alabama Supreme Court for 
an advisory opinion on the legality of 
the original tax proposal and the new 
proposal to be introduced at the next 
legislative session in mid-April. 

Rowe further added that the 
commission’s request for an attorney 
general’s opinion on the legality of 
the original tax plan was refused 
since the plan was in litigation. 

After a lengthy discussion the 
commission voted 4-1 (Bradley 
opposed) to advertise the new tax bill 
that would allow the commission to 
implement the tobacco tax. The 
actual time of implementation, if 
legal, was estimated to be 60-90 
days. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
made a motion following the passage 
of the new tax proposal to implement 
the tax in its original form 
immediately, and Commissioner 
Jimmy Bryan seconded the motion; 
however, the motion died by a vote 
of 3-2 with one abstention. 

Commissioner Eagerton next 
read a_ resolution that would 
authorize the commission to enact a 
new |-cent sales tax that would give 
the county’s school system 75 
percent of the total tax for the next 
four years and then give the schools 
80 percent of the tax revenue for the 
remainder of the tax’s life. The 
remainder of the tax funds will be 
placed in the general fund of the 
county. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 


declared the figures weren’t the 
same as those agreed upon at the 
original meeting at which the 
commission agreed to implement the 
Sales tax. Bryan was told that a 
number of commissioners had met 
with school officials to work out the 
plan and the percentages listed were 
agreeable to all parties. The 
commission voted 5-1] to seek the 
legislation to get the new tax passed, 
with Bryan casting the lone negative 
vote. 

In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission: 
***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting with minor 
wording changes concerning the 
upcoming Shriner’s Chicken 
Festival; 

***appointed Victor Martin to a 
six-year term on the Tabernacle- 
Clintonville Water Authority; 
***appointed Tommy Brooks to a 
six-year term on the Curtis Water 
Authority; 

***appointed William McDaniels to 
a six-year term on the Bethany 
Water Authority; 

***approved a policy to allow former 
county employees to keep the county 
insurance carrier, with the 
understanding that they pay the 
premiums directly to the carrier; 
***sent out invitations to bid on 
computer service for the probate 
office; 

***went on record as supporting a 
state bill to be introduced that would 
outlaw vulgar bumper stickers in 
Alabama; 

***agreed to send out invitations to 
bid on concrete fluming at the Farris 
gully; 

***appointed Steve DeVane and Bill 
De Vane as supervisors of the county 
engineering and highway depart- 
ments and agreed to pay the 
employees an addtional $25 per week 
as additional compensation; 
***voted 4-2 not to grant pay raises 
to four employees, with Bryan and 
Bradley casting the two dissenting 
votes; 

***apreed to donate $10 apiece 
toward the purchase of a painting at 
the Piney Woods Art Festival; 
***siated new engineer candidates 
would be interviewed as soon as 
possible;
